Which Florida county will be tin 


first to move for hookworm eradica 
tion within its borders? This Is a 
question the state board of health Is 
asking in its campaign to bring abou 
reduction in the prevelence of this 
disease in Florida and one which 
should greatly concern citizens resld 
ing in intensely Infected areas. 
Al 


though Florida was the pioneer state 
In attempts to remove the hookworm 
menace from its people, she is now far 
behind other states in continuation 
of the work which is accepted by thi 
best authorities as the most effective 
means of eradication. The Rocketel 
ler Foundation spent five years ant 
about $1,000,000 finding out that hold 
ing of climes and treatment of a part 
of the hookworm sufferers in a com 
munity and leaving a hookworm en 
vironment would not remove the dis 
ease. 


At the present time the Foundation 


works under what is known as the in 
tensive unit system. By this plan a 
county, which is usually the accepted 
unit, signifies its willingness to com- 
mence a rigorous campaign against 
the hookworm. It makes an appro- 
priation and hoth the state and the 
Rockefeller people meet 
this with 


equal amounts, thus creating a sum 
three times the amount of the coun- 
ty's, contribution.

In France and Flanders you come 


nearest still to the trife agony of the 
situation. 
How can I describe It? 


Think of the worst earthquake, of the 
worst floods that have scourged and 
(hocked you here at home, multiply 
the horror of your impressions a bun. 
dred fold, and you will come near to 
the horrors of the Manic and the Aisne. 
Multiply them a thousand fold and 
you will realize the ferocity of car- 
nage at the battles of the Aucre and 
the Soinme. 


Multiply them two thousand fold and 


that Is Uie picture of misery and pain 
and death after the great battles on 
the plains of Russia and in tbe moun- 
tains of Persia and the Caucasus. 
Think of the rum by floods in Flan- 
ders, with the stench of thousands of 
carcasses, human and, animal, poison- 
ing the atmosphere for miles around 
for those who must stay day and night 
In the trenches. Think of the devasta- 
tion by Ore In France, where villages 
and woods and broad pasture lands are 
utterly wiped out of existence, not a 
house nor a church nor a tree left 
standing where once there were thou- 
sands of families living in a condition 
as prosperous and happy as anywhere 
in tbe world. Then turn your minds 
to the picture of some great engage- 
ment. Try to conceive long trenches 
of men writhing In torture from pol- 
Eonous gas or from liquid flame, of 
soldiers smashed nnd disfigured by 
shell wounds, their lacerations inde- 
scribable as their heroism is undaunted. 


Leave the trenches and retire behind 


the firing line with me. Here v. e are 
on roads lined with men on stretchers, 
some dead, scores mortally wounded, 
hundreds upon hundreds of casualties 
m one or another degree of collapse. 
The middle of the roadv, uy is filled by 
dozous of ambulances after every ac- 
tion. There is perhaps a mile length 
of hospital trains waiting in a siding 
to convey the wounded to base hos- 
pitals. And all this purgatory of pain 
Is dependent for relief upon the skill 
of our doctors, tbe tenderness of our 
nurses, the efficiency of our equipment, 
all of which means, and is dependent 
upon, the generosity of the public. 


May I not take it for granted that 


Just as the fighting manhood of the 
United States is suon to be witb us in 
the trenches so you of the Red Cross, 
who' have done so much for us in the 
past, are now ea^cr to be mobilized in 
tbe allied army of mercy and of char- 
ity that Is almost divine. I assume 
that your organization Is coining with 
us In increased numbers nnd with in- 
creased equipment, if necessary, to the 
mountains above nnd around Suloniki, 
to the plains of Egypt, to East Africa, 
to the waterless wastes of Mesopo- 
tamia, our tears and triumphs mingling 
beneath the shadow of the Red Cross
